$131,250 and court costs. 

William Bernard Jackson who had served almost five 
years for crimes the look-alike Jackson confessed to com- 
mitting during the several-years-raping spree, was 
‘released from prison soon after the internist's arrest in

_~ , Although a year after Bernard was released from prison, 


the stigma of a rapist prevented him from finding employ- 
ment until an employer hired him this past Monday. The 
firm's management hired Jackson after several stories 
recounting the undue hardship he was expriencing, were 
Published.

Joseph Vukovich, D- 
Poland, tenaciously held onto the bill, in spite of the pub- 
lished suffering of the innocent man.

Does Race Determine Innocence By Reason Of Insanity?

The guilty verdict in the trial of 
Dr. Edward F. Jackson on Sept. 22, 
+983, is open to the question of the 
fair and equitable application of 
the determination of “not guilty by 
reason of insanity." 


There was never any question of 
whether or not he committed the 
acts. What was at issue was 
whether or not he could control his 
actions. There also seems to be no 
issue as to whether or not Dr. 

* Jeckson should be confined. But 
the defense and prosecution, 
along with their several witnesses, 
agree on this point. 

During the trial, it was stated 
that the four psychological_ana- 
lysts testifying for the defense 
possessed credentials superior to 
the professional credentials of the 
three witnesses presented by the 
prosecution. In light of this, it is 
questionable as to what yardstick 
the jury used to arrive at a conclu- 
sion that the prosecutioris’ psy- 
chologists and psychiatrist were 
more credible than those testify- 
ing for the defense. 


One is reminded of the Julius 


Kravitz murder trial in which 
Levine was found not guilty by 
reason of insanity. In that trial it 
was revealed that Levine had not 
only planned an armed robbery, 
but had influenced an accomplice, 
one John Fine, to assist him, pos- 
ing as a policeman. This is cer- 
tainly more nearly the actions of a 


sane man than the actions of Dr. 
Jackson. 

Consider Dr. Jackson, an edu- 
cated man, living in the state 
capitol, continuing committing the 
same crime, even after another 
man had been imprisoned for the 
crimes. Although he could have 
stopped his activities, he con- 
tinued to follow whatever impulse 
caused his aberrant behavior. 
Simply leaving town andstartinga 
practice some place else would 
have removed him from suspicion. 


After the trial, one juror, Richard 
Hohmeyer, is quoted as having

Stated, “| hope this sends a mes- 
sage to these rapists all over the 
world that we're tired of it." Also, 
“We looked over all the facts, all of 
the evidence. | can't see where a 
man is sane from 4-7:20 a.m. the 
next day, then is insane." 

This last statement suggests 
that Hohmeyer either paid no 


attention to the testimony o: the 
people who testified, or he did not 
understand the testimony and the 


attendant implications. There was 
never any statement, nor sugges- 
tion, that Dr. Jackson was insane 


between 4 a.m. and 7:3U a.m. 
Rather, diagnosis was summed up 
by Ohio State University clinical 
psychologist Philip A. Marks who 
stated, “Ed Jackson is crazy. | 


think he is insane. | couldn't trust 
Ed Jackson as far as | could throw 
him.” All went on to agree that he is 


becoming more and more homici- 
dal and should be locked up 


It is interesting to note that 
Jackson committed all his acts 
during night hours, i.e. 4 a.m. to 
7:30 a.m. In earlier times when 
mental illnesses were treated, 
those suffering were termed 


“lunatics,” derived from the Latin 
word for ‘moon,’ based on the 
belief that the moon caused the 
derangements. Compare Jack- 
son's acts to those of Levine who 
planned his crimes for daylight 
hours. 


The central issue here is, or 
seems to be, whether race plays a 
part in the determination of “not 
guilty by reason of insanity." 
Recall the instances of that verdict 


Being reached by a jury, and the 
complaint becomés evident. It 
might. be pertinent, also, to be 
aware of the race of the victims of 


Jackson's acts. Might he not be 
(have been) acting in response to 
some obsession or compulsion 
brought on by the circumstances 
of his marriage and subsequent 
problems arising therefrom? 


Black Caucus Cancels Trip To Russia

Health Benefits Jeopardized 


Until now, health benefits provided by employers have not been sub- 
ject to taxation. Health care expenses of millions of Americans have 
been paid entirely or in part by their employers--through group insu- 
rance plans, and, in some cases, through direct payments for certain 
medical expenses. 

But much of this may change. And the changes being proposed in 
Washington would hit working people hard. 

The Reagan administration wants to put a dollar limit on how much in 
health care benefits an employee may receive tax-free. The employee 
would have to pay income tax on all health benefits above a set amount. 

Result? Many employers--especially small businesses--would avoid 

- complicated and expensive new bookkeeping by selecting group health 
policies which would not exceed the limit--cheapér policies which would 
not provide the broad coverage now available under many employee 
plans. ; 

An insurance company would push scaled down policies designed to 
squeeze under the governmental limit. 

The first benefits to be lost would be dental and psychiatric coverage 
and any other preventative medical care important for the maintenance: 
of good health. Such things as routine checkups would probably be 
dropped. 

The administration argues that if insurance coverage is cut and people 
have to pay a bigger share of their own health care expenses, they will 
not go tothe doctor as often. But some of us find we need two insurance 
plans, as it is. 

The Small Business Council of America is fighting the proposal. 
Columbus lawyer Elbert Nester, head of the Ohio Chapter of SBCA, 
refers to this bill as a “backdoor tax increase...it would mean higher 
medical expenses to be borne personally, ora taxon part of the individu- 
al's health benefits...either way, you pay more.”’ 4 

Dr. Frank E. Isabelle, a Columbus OB/GYN and Ohio Chapter SBCA 
board member says that “if you resent the prospect of being zapped with 
higher health care costs, urge your Congressman to vote against the 
proposed tax on employee health care benefits."

Closing Of Fairhill Will 
Cause Undue Hardships 


Editor's Note: This letter was sent to Cognressman Loule Stokes 
by an employee of the soon-to-be defunct Fairhill Mental Health 
Center. We are running the letter Intact. 

“Residents of the Greater Cleveland area are faced with a problem: 
The problem is-an announcement made September 1, 1983, by Pamela 
S. Hyde, director of Mental Health Services, Fairhill Mental Health Cen- 
ter will close as of November 30, 1983, and will consolidate with CPI.” 

The closing of Fairhill will cause undue hardship for residents, need- 
ing psychiatric services in: Warrensville, East Cleveland, Maple Heights, 
Garfield Heights, Lake and Geauga Counties, Glenville, Shaker Heights, 
Mt. Pleasant, Lee Harvard and Broadway. Many of those who receive 
services from Fairhill do not have automobiles and are depending upon 
public transportation. It is also frequently the case that they have ve 
limited income. The necessity of traveling to the West Side woulg puse a 
very great additional burden for many individuals, more than is apparent 
when only the physical distance involved is considered. 

Are you aware of the closing? Why is the community silent abuut the 
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tions? What will happen to the individuals who have been seen and 
helped at Fairhill? Are you aware that CP! is overcrowded? Therefore, 
how can that facility adequately accommodate the individuals who 
reside in the areas mentioned? Where are our tax paid officials and 
prominent leaders when they are most needed? 7% 

Further, there are certified Civil Service employees who are very 
uncertain of how placement will be made, as well as who will be placed 
when Fairhill is closed November 30, 1983. Additionally, why the 
urgency to close Fairhill and why the urgency to keep the closure quiet? 
If the state is faced with a tudget crisis then why not simultaneous 
closings of several institutions as opposed to targeting one? 

Ms. Hyde's announcement was also shocking and alarming to the 
Fairhill staff. Given that Fairhill and CP! Operated previously with a 
merger of staff-why then, is there a closing now as opposed to merging 
as her announcement dictates? The closure rather. than a merger will 
make the difference for continued employment for most of Fairhill 
employees.

Any infraction of The 
strict regulation regarding the name of the dentist and the services 
he rendered, were frowned upon. F requently the violator was syb- 
jected to disciplinary action as was then deemed proper. 

In 1977, the Supreme Court rendered a decision that made it 
legal for physicians and dentists as well as lawyers, to advertise. 
The intent of the court was humanitarian. However, as is frequently 
the case, the consumer benefited littie or was duped in its interpre- 
tation. What was designed to be an alternative objective method of 
seeking dental services, resulted in “Bargain Hunting.” - for 
unknown quantity. . 4 : 

Since individuals can see their teeth, we can presume that they 
think that they can evaluate their state of health. Consequently, 
they often-make decisions based upon insufficient or invalid data. 
That same individual would not seek a “bargain” surgeon if heart 
surgery were indicated as a life-saving requirement. Simply 
because they cannot see their heart and make an evaluation of 
State of health, they most naturally would seek a referral td'a 
competent surgeon with a reputable record. The ‘surgeon's fee 
would not-be a deciding factor in selecting services needed. 

A dentist in private practice has an inherent investment in the 
services he or she renders to their patients. It is apparent that with 
proper care and concern, these patients will return and refer oth- 
ers. The pressures of assembly-line dentistry, with its production 
orientated goals, may make it extremely difficult for the most 
concientious practitioner to maintain that delicate, compassionate 
touch so vitally needed in such an intimately, personal service.

New Proposals For Fairness In Housing

Secrétary of HUD early in 1981, | 
recognized the inadequacy of the 
Fair Housing Law enacted several 
Administrations ago, and | set 
about developing a more effective 
law. , 

The law as it stands makes dis- 
crimination in housing based on 
race, color, religion, sex, ar 
national origin illegal and provides 
certain remedies for victims. 

It stresses conciliation between 
complainants and alleged offend- 
ers. In fact we have found that 
where the parties sit down to nego- 
tiate in good faith the conciliation 
process is speedy and effective. 
On average it produces a settle-_ 


ment within a hundred days, which 
is much faster than any court or 
administrative hearing process is 
_ likely to be. Moreover, in 50 per- 
cent of these cases complainants 
are provided with a dwelling -- a 
very practical measure of the suc- 
cess of the conciliation process. 
The trouble with the existing 
law, however, is that it doesn't 
bring enough Cases to conciliation 
because the enforcement proce-

Defense Education Act.” 

But last Friday, Cong. Chalmers 
P. Wylie (R-Columbus) called a 
town meeting at the Fort Hayes 
Career Center auditorium for his 
constituents to try to get reaction 
and comments from about 35 local 
school teachers and-community 
leaders on the proposed legis- 
lation. 

The pending legislation would 
give more money to local school 
districts for health, science, Eng- 
lish, foreign language, computer 
and guidance programs.

‘For Ex-Columbusite 


The residents of Rochester, 
N.Y., have bestowed yet another 
honor upon Columbus native and 
community health center pioneer 
Dr. Kenneth W. Woodward. 

When administrators for the 
Rochester Westide Health Servi- 
ces recently named their new 
Genesee Street center after Dr 
Woodward, the son of Mrs. Delight 
Woodward of Columbus, they 
were honoring the man most 
responsible for bringing heigh- 
borhood health services to their 
city. 

The Center will offer a variety of 
health services, including counsel- 
ing a teen program, special refu- 
gee health services, mental health 
services, a health program for 
senior citizens and an infant 
development program. The staff 
includes two family physicians, a 
dentist, a dental hygienist and 
several nurses and nurse 
practitioners. $ 

In 1965, Dr. Woodward began 
his efforts for community health 
programs, offering primary medi- 
cal and dental services and prev- 
entive health care at neighbor- 
hood centers. Since that time, he 
has pioneered in the growth of 
such services nationwide 

The 54-year-old pediatrician 
said he felt humbled by the tribute 
“It's something that kind of sets 
you back on your heels," he said 
“I'm not sure they might not have 
made a better choice.” 

Since starting community 
health care in Rochester in 1965 at

According to Brooks, this disparity came about because the 
State of Ohio based 90 percent of its funding allocation on 
historic funding and only 10 percent on the 1980 census. "This 
means that they end up funding areas rather than need,” 


Brooks said. 


“Last year the agency received $864,608, so we actually gota 
slight increase, but the allocation did not take into account the 
number of poor people who moved into Franklin County 
between 1970 and the completion of the 1980 census,” Brooks 


affirmed. 


Census data indicated that Franklin County’s poor popula- 
tion increased from 85,592 in 1970 to 134,406 by 1980.

During the obviously rigged 
election, Redman, 1082 Lilley 
Ave., and Ramsey, 2589 
Brookwood Ct., were defeated 
by David H. Smalley, 2020 
Belangee Dr., Blacklick, and 
Richard Sorensen, 2816 Powell 
Ave., Bexley. 

That election was subse- 
quently voided after it was 
learned that Sorensen and 
Smalley were supported by 
Robert S. Parman, superin- 
tendent of Madison County 
Sc¢hools, Parman and his 
ass:Stant Robert Groff, helped 
recruit Smalley and Sorensen, 
then conducted an intensive 
campaign on their behalf. 

Their campaign consisted of 
contacting people, who by law, 
dre empowered to elect six of 
the nine CTI trustees, and the 
presidents of the 18 school 
boards in the CTI district. The 
other three are appointed by 
the governor 

Parman, when told by some 
board presidents that they did 
not intend to attend the CTI 
trustee election, said he asked 
whether they would assign 
their votes to Sorensen and 
Smalley. 

Mary Ann Krauas, vice pres

“In the midst of relative eco- 
nomic progress in Columbus 
during the 1970s, astronomical 
unemployment rates, retro- 
gression in business endea- 
vors, a widening gap between 
black and white family income 
levels, significant disparities in 
housing values and extensive 
substandard housing indi- 
cated that the. black-commun- 
ity was economically de- 
pressed.” 

This bleak assessment of the 
black community was one of 
the conclusions of the Colum- 
bus Urban League's “State of 
Black Columbus, 1980." If the 
picture were bleak: then, it is 
certainly-barren today. 

Nationally, the income gap 
between blacks and whites, 
which had started to close dur- 
ing the early 1960s, and 
reached its lowest point--61 
percent of white income-- 
during the early 1970s, is now 
wider than it has been at any 
time since 1960. 

The rate of unemployment 
for black college graduates is 
only marginally lower than that 
of white high school gradu- 
ates, and 250 pertent higher 
than that of white college 
graduates.

Blacks are almost three 
times more likely than whites 
to live at or below the poverty 
level; almost a quarter of all 
black families are poor.

This 
status_is becoming even more 
pronounced as it loses jobs in 
construction and manufactur- 
ing which had long been a cor- 
nerstone of the local economy. 

Today, according to Sch- 
wanekamp, the local economy 
is moving toward warehousing 
and distribution as major 
industries; This is borne out by 
the draft of the report, “Frank- 
lin County Profile: Economic 
Issues.” 


The report shows that, while 
jobs in the services, finance, 
and wholesale and retail trade 
sectors of the economy were 
growing at rates up to 57 per- 
cent, jobs in construction and 
manufacturing declined at 
rates of 35 and 12 percent, 
respectively. And Frank Lomax 
lll, president of the Columbus 
Urban League wonders if “we 
will ever attract small manufac- 
turing to replace those (jobs) 
that we have lost.” 

These changes are consist- 
ent with changes in the 
national economy. And, the 
larger changes will probably 
saddle us with higher levels of 
unemployment for longer 
periods of time than has ever 
been seen before in the United 
States. 

David Hamilton, head of the 
MHSC believes “the United 
States will suffer higher 
chronic rates of unemploy:+ 
ment than it ever has. The issue 


will hetp distribute unemploy- 
ment, but it won't eliminate 
unemployment," training will 
be critical to determine if 
blacks will close the widening 
income gap between them- 
selves and whites, even in a 
period of reduced opportuni- 
ties. 

This idea of distribution and 
redistribution is a critical issue 
to both whites and blacks. A 
book by economist Lester 
Thurow, The Zero-Sum Game, 
argues that we are entering a 
period where the economic pie 
is either static or decreasing, 
and therefore, one person's 
gain can come only at anoth- 
er's loss--a zero sum game. 
According to Hamilton, “The 
perception that we're in sucha 
game is more pervasive now 
than it was in the '60s or ‘70s. 
The psychology of the zero 
sum game is prevalent in the 
white community.” 

In.such conditions, the per- 
ception by whites that blacks 
are progressing can itself work 
to hinder black progress, 
because it strengthens existing 
feelings that blacks have 
already gotten too much. Dick 
Campbell, editor of the Citizen 
Journatraisedthis point: 
“A lot of white people think that 
enough is being done to help 
black people, that any more is 
more than enough.” 

But is enough really being 
done? Black leaders would say 
no. State Rep. Ray Miller 
argues, “There's no sensitivity
